‘PRACTICAL HINTS FOR” " 
UGUST. : 


‘No-one can have a well-kept and 
well cultivated garden without be- 
ing to a considerable extent his own 
head gardener, and ho ‘must, for 
the most part, take the soil ns he 
finds it. However, ‘it is of the 
utmost importance "that any soil, 
good or bad, must ba thoroughly 
worked, +. 

Turn it over and ict the sun 
pake and vurify. it, ridding it of 
weeds.. Have this done constantly 
so ag to be in readiness for the work 
of the month, viz sped sowing.. 

Tho best method of sowing will, 
to boma- extent, depend. upon tho 
kind of seed to be sown, - Uso gar 
den soil which has been well dried 
in the sun and then sieved. Take 
clean. pots, placa a few crooked pot- 
sherds above the hole and fill, three 
fourths of the pot with your pre- 
pared soil. Press down firmly and 
evenly, and cover with a layer of 
‘finely sieved soll. Stemeaine well 
that tho finer: the secd’ the less the 
coverering and vice versa. 

Should there be any, sign of ants, 
place your seed pots on tables or 
stands, the legs of which stand in 
bowls filled with Jeyes ~ fluid or 
water in which kerosene has been 

dded. « 

“It 1s advisable to sow seeds on the 
Upper levels at Icast « month before 
doing so on the lowér levels. 

Cineraria: 
be the ‘first. to be sown. Sow in 
pots and shade with glass. Prick 
off the seedlings, as soon as they 
atlain’ the fourth Ieaf, into small 
pots, and when = they ‘have made 
more growth, move, again into the 
pots in which they are to: remnin, 
using rich ght soil, A mixture of 
Canton mud, leaf-soil and stable 
manure is, perhaps, the best potting 
compost. 

Keep them protected from the 
strong .rays of the sun. and ‘fairly 
moist and they will bloom in great 
beauty, 

“Helfotrope:—Most of ‘the plants 
we see here: ‘are propagated: from 
cuttings and 'cnnnot . compare in 
any way, tothe ones grown from 
seeds, It jis more troublesome 
‘possibly, but the result amply re- 
pays one for it. 

Primulas:—The seeds of ‘the 
variely  Sinensis and stellata 
should be sown’ under glass and 
transplanted as soon-us they can’ 
be handled easily, using the: same 
compost as advised for Cinerayia, 
Do not attempt to grow: these 
plants. except in a. greenhouse, 
The . variety Malacoldes ts, how- 
ever, very hardy and suitable to 
grow 'in-the’open. garden. This, is 
a very beautiful plant with small 
dainty pink flowers. 

- Sweet Peas:—The early flower- 
ing also called the Winter flower- 
ing is the ideal Swect Pea for the 
climate of Hongkong. If the seeds 
are sown at the end of this month 
and at intervals after, there should 
be a constant succession of flowers. 
The preparation of the soil should 
be taken in hand at once if it has 
not dlready been done, ! 

Toward the end of the month, 
sow xeeda of Petunia, Antirrhinum, 
Dahlia and: Freesias. 

Plant out tubers of Dahlia and 
hulbs of freesias, and insert cut- 
tings of Marguerites, Salvias, 
Marlyolds, Cosmos, and Verbenas, 

Vegetable Gardon:—The work of 
thia month should be ‘devoted to 
preparatory work such a8 digging, 
manuring and ridding your ground: 
of. weeds, If desired for early use, 
sowing of celery, cauliflower, let- 
tuce, radish and tomatoe should be 

made, Bear in mind, however, 
that the weather at this time of} 
the year is very uncertain and 
special cure should be taken to 
protect the seedlings from strong 
sunshine and heavy rains, 

Manure:—This is ‘a most Impor- 
tint matter. The sol}.in Hong- 
kong is poor and to obtain good 
results we have to feed the plants 
constantly with manure. Horao 
and cow manures are the best, but 
it Is not adylsable to progure them 
now unless they are at least three 
to four months old. There fs a 
very good herring manure on the 
market as well as .many other 
artificial fertilisers: which have 
yielded good results...) 

“If you have not already done 80, 
you will find that a dressing of 
lime is invaluable. Remember 
never, apply -lime -and stable 
manure at the eame time,’ :
